I'm 43 years old 
andl amnowa 
Covid19 survivor. 


This is my story and I 
want it to be filled with 
hope. Not because my expe- 
rience was mild because it 
wasn’t. I will tell you a very 
real account of the last two 
weeks of my life, a story that 
was hard but didn’t defeat 
me. 

I’m healthy, strong, a 
mom of five who works out- 
side the home but not as 
much as I work within the 
walls of my home. I’m not 
into social media, don’t have 
cable, and don’t spend a lot 
of time following the news. I 
knew of the Covid 19 virus. 

I got the call that school 
was going to be on break so I 
dedicated my energy to 
stocking up, buying extra 
supplies to help keep my 
kids entertained, even 
checked in with a couple of 
elderly neighbors. It 
seemed for a few days, we 
were delivering blow after 
blow to our kids, big disap- 
points for them to handle. A 
lot of my energy was spent 
in trying to field those 
blows, be sensitive, and be 
open to the lessons of teach- 
ing them that life is indeed 
full of disappointments but 
we should never forget to be 
thankful for the beauty that 
is always around us, even in 
the hardships. 

I was preoccupied with all 
those things when I woke up 
March 14 during the night 
with a headache that felt 
like the verge of being a mi- 
graine. I took three ibupro- 
fen to try to shake it before 
morning and went back to

bed. That headache was the 
first symptom I had and 
would be an unwanted guest 
for the next 12 days. 

Monday I started experi- 
encing severe body aches, 
chills for several days with 
no fever, and then Thursday 
I lost my sense of smell and 
taste (still waiting for that to 
come back). At that point, 
we knew I was sick but 
thought I may be fighting 
the flu. Friday my fever 
came, although it never 
went above 101. Ihada 
fever for two days and Satur- 
day, March 21, I started ex- 
periencing shortness of 
breath and dizziness. 

By this time, we had 
heard some friends that I 
had been in contact with 


tested positive so we felt 
pretty certain I had the 
virus. Sunday my fever was 
gone and I felt the strength 
to be up a little and thought 
I was coming out of it. But 
Sunday night my fever came 
back and I crashed hard. 
The next several days would 
be the worst symptoms I 
would endure. My chest 
hurt, I couldn’t lay flat, some 
days talking took too much 
breath. I was at times con- 
fused and hopeless. 

One night I woke up to my 
chest feeling quite heavy... 
too heavy to wake my hus- 
band for help. This was the 
first time I wondered if I 
would make it out of this. In 
the darkness of that night, 
in my fear but yet my sur- 


render, I heard a song deep 
in my soul. It wasn’t a song 
Thad heard recently but I 
knew it. And as I lay there, 
it played over and over, 
bringing me peace that was 
silencing my fear. I knew I 
wasn’t alone, I believed I 
wasn’t alone and was thank- 
ful I didn’t have to be alone. 

“Way Maker, Miracle 
Worker, Promise Keeper, 
Light in the Darkness, my 
God that is who you are” 

Like counting sheep, that 
played over and over in my 
heart until I was able to 
sleep again. I slept until the 
sunrise, and thanked God 
for seeing me through a 
scary night. I slept the next 
couple of days away, but 
Thursday night was the 
scariest for my husband and 
I. IknewI shouldn’t go to 
our local hospital because 
they weren’t set up with iso- 
lation. The nearest hospital 
to our home would be a 45- 
minute drive. I wasn’t gasp- 
ing for air yet but my throat 
felt tight, like it was closing 
in. My chest hurt if I gently 
touched it and I started feel- 
ing like my airway was 
blocked with some sort of 
substance-although nothing 
was coming up. I began to 
cough. Before I allowed my- 
self to sleep, we came up 
with a plan with getting oxy- 
gen until the ambulance got 
here-if need be. 

We didn’t share with any- 
one the struggles I was hav- 
ing that night, which I think 
is strange looking back. 
Sometimes I think when we 
are deep in crisis, we lose 
the ability to reach out. Our 
fear becomes isolating and 
paralyzing. That night was 
the second time I wondered 
if I would make it to health 
again. I finally fell asleep 
but woke throughout the

The Treasury Department 
and the Internal Revenue 
Service today announced 
that distribution of economic 
impact payments will begin 
in the next three weeks and 
will be distributed automati- 
cally, with no action required 
for most people. However, 
some seniors and others who 
typically do not file returns 
will need to submit a simple 
tax return to receive the 
stimulus payment. 

Who is eligible for the 
economic impact pay- 
ment? 

Tax filers with adjusted 
gross income up to $75,000 for 
individuals and up to $150,000 
for married couples filing 
joint returns will receive the 
full payment. For filers with 
income above those amounts, 
the payment amount is re- 


duced by $5 for each $100 
above the $75,000/$150,000 
thresholds. Single filers with 
income exceeding $99,000 and 
$198,000 for joint filers with 
no children are not eligible. 

Eligible taxpayers who 
filed tax returns for either 
2019 or 2018 will automati- 
cally receive an economic im- 
pact payment of up to $1,200 
for individuals or $2,400 for 
married couples. Parents 
also receive $500 for each 
qualifying child. 

How will the IRS know 
where to send my pay- 
ment? 

The vast majority of peo- 
ple do not need to take any 
action. The IRS will calculate 
and automatically send the 
economic impact payment to 
those eligible. 

For people who have al- 


ready filed their 2019 tax re- 
turns, the IRS will use this 
information to calculate the 
payment amount. For those 
who have not yet filed their 
return for 2019, the IRS will 
use information from their 
2018 tax filing to calculate the 
payment. The economic im- 
pact payment will be de- 
posited directly into the same 
banking account reflected on 
the return filed. 

The IRS does not have 
my direct deposit infor- 
mation. What can I do? 

In the coming weeks, 
Treasury plans to develop a 
web-based portal for individ- 
uals to provide their banking 
information to the IRS on- 
line, so that individuals can 
receive payments immedi- 
ately as opposed to checks in 
the mail.

This virus has exposed 
profound weaknesses but 
has also allowed the beauty 
in those around us to be on 
full display. My kids and I 
have been quarantined since 
the day of my first symptom. 
Because I felt so sick, we got 
that part right. But the guilt 
Thad in exposing my family 
to this beast was very 
shameful for me. I was 
scared for the health of the 
people I love the most and 
felt responsible for putting 
their lives in danger. I felt 
like a failure because I 
couldn’t work on schoolwork

Tam not typically re- 
quired to file a tax re- 
turn. Can I still receive 
my payment? 

Yes. People who typically 
do not file a tax return will 
need to file a simple tax re- 
turn to receive an economic 
impact payment. Low-in- 
come taxpayers, senior citi- 
zens, Social Security 
recipients, some veterans 
and individuals with disabili- 
ties who are otherwise not 
required to file a tax return 
will not owe tax. 

How can I file the tax 
return needed to receive 
my economic impact 
payment? 

IRS.gov/coronavirus will 
soon provide information in- 
structing people in these 
groups on how to file a 2019 
tax return with simple, but 


necessary, information in- 
cluding their filing status, 
number of dependents and 
direct deposit bank account 
information. 

Ihave not filed my tax 
return for 2018 or 2019. 
Can I still receive an eco- 
nomic impact payment? 

Yes. The IRS urges anyone 
with a tax filing obligation 
who has not yet filed a tax re- 
turn for 2018 or 2019 to file as 
soon as they can to receive 
an economic impact pay- 
ment. Taxpayers should in- 
clude direct deposit banking 
information on the return. 

Ineed to file a tax re- 
turn. How long are the 
economic impact pay- 
ments available? 

For those concerned about 
visiting a tax professional or 
local community organiza- 


tion in person to get help 
with a tax return, these eco- 
nomic impact payments will 
be available throughout the 
rest of 2020.

MDOT removes additional seasonal weight 
restrictions on Michigan state highways 


Effective 6 am Monday, 
March 30, the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation 
(MDOT) will lift additional 
seasonal weight restrictions 
on some state roads in the 
Lower Peninsula. 

Seasonal weight restric- 
tions will continue to be im- 
posed and enforced on all 
state trunkline highways 
north of a line on M-66 from 
the US-31 intersection in the 
city of Charlevoix south to 
the intersection of M-32 in 
the city of East Jordan, then 
east on M-32 to the intersec- 
tion of US-23 in the city of 
Alpena. 

All state trunklines north 
of this line, including the en- 
tire Upper Peninsula, will 
have seasonal weight restric- 
tions imposed and enforced. 
State routes typically carry 
M, I, or US designations. 

On March 16, Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer signed Executive 
Order 2020-12, temporarily 
lifting seasonal weight and 
other delivery-related re- 
strictions for vehicles on 
state and local roads carry-

In areas with seasonal 
weight restrictions still in ef- 
fect, the following will apply: 

- On routes designated as 
"all-season" (designated in 
green and gold on the MDOT 
Truck Operators Map), there 
will be no reduction in legal 
axle weights. 

- On routes designated as 
"seasonal" (designated in 
solid or dashed red on the 
MDOT Truck Operators 
Map), there will be a posted 
weight reduction of 25 per- 
cent for rigid (concrete) pave- 
ments and 35 percent for 
flexible (asphalt) pavements. 

- All extended permits will 
be valid for oversize loads in 
the weight-restricted area on 
the restricted routes. Single- 
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sharing. 

- Allow the use of Health 
Savings Accounts for the 
purchase of over-the-counter 
medications. 


OTHER PROVISIONS INCLUDE; 

- Employers may be eligi- 
ble for a 50-percent tax credit 
on wages up to $10,000. 

- Paid sick and family med- 
ical leave for those unable to 
work due to COVID-19 symp- 
toms or quarantine (this pro- 
vision is based the number 
of employees at a business). 

- Additional funding for 
nutritional programs for 
Women, Infants and Chil- 
dren, Seniors and the Emer- 
gency Food Assistance 
Program (TEFAP). 

- Additional funding for 
home-delivered nutrition 
services, congregate nutri- 
tion services, and nutrition 
services for Native Ameri- 
cans. 

- Loans and grants for 
healthy business now strug- 
gling due to COVID-19. 

- Aid to distressed major 
industries, including the air- 
lines, air cargo firms and 
lending for firms deemed 
critical to U.S. national secu- 
rity. 

- Provisions to address 
coronavirus supply short- 
ages, diagnostic testing, tele- 
health service access and 
creation of drugs to treat the 
virus. 

- A $150 billion Coron- 
avirus Relief Fund for state 


trip permits will not be is- 
sued for any overweight 
loads or loads exceeding 14 
feet in width, 11 axles and 150 
feet in overall length on the 
restricted routes. 

County road commissions 
and city public works depart- 
ments put in place their own 
seasonal weight restrictions, 
which usually, but not al- 
ways, coincide with state 
highway weight restrictions. 
Signs are generally posted to 
indicate which routes have 
weight restrictions in effect.

Michigan’ first rail trail celebrates 2020 anniversary

Michigan’s first rail trail is 
50 years old. 

Some residents who live 
near the Haywire Grade, a 
multi-use trail that crosses 
the Upper Peninsula north to 
south from Shingleton to 
Manistique, are glad the trail 
is getting the recognition it 
deserves. 

“T’d say over the past four 
years, Michigan has truly 
started to recognize the sig- 
nificance of the Haywire,” 
said Gerry Reese, who has 
owned property near the 
trail for nearly 30 years and 
is a part of the Schoolcraft 
County Motorized Trail As- 
sociation. 

A yearlong celebration of 
the Haywire Grade kicked 
off in February with a snow- 
mobile ride and will con- 
tinue throughout the year 
with equine, ORV/ATV and 
bicycle events as local, re- 
gional and state officials 
commemorate the trail’s his- 
tory. 

The celebration of the 
Haywire rail trail has been 
in the making for five years. 

“There are a lot of part- 
ners that picked up the 
pieces of this project and a 
lot of people who have come 
together for this,” Reese 
said. “There are still some 
residents in the area who are 
unaware of the trail’s rich 
history. We want to change 
that.” 


History 


With more than 2,600 
miles logged, Michigan has 
converted more miles of 
abandoned railroad corridor 
into trails than any other 
state. This conversion is 
done through a process 
called rail banking. The 
trails, some paved and some 
not, are used for recreation 
purposes, but may be re- 
called to railroad service and 
the recreation trails 
rerouted should the need 
arise. 

The first rail-trail in 
Michigan was the Haywire 
Grade in Schoolcraft and 
Alger counties. 

Established in 1970, two 
years after the Manistique 
and Lake Superior Railroad 
ceased operation, the Hay- 
wire Grade runs 32 miles. 
Originally planned for sea- 
sonal snowmobile use, the 
Haywire has since become a 
popular year-round multi- 
use trail. 

“People have long used the 
trail for a variety of activi- 
ties,” Reese said. “It was 
very common to see an 
equestrian rider, and at the 
same time someone walking. 
It’s truly a multi-use trail.” 

The trail’s historical sig- 
nificance dates to the late

DNR) 


1800s. The Manistique and 
Northwestern Railroad 
began operation in 1898 and 
reorganized as the Manis- 
tique and Lake Superior in 
1909. 

The railroad served the 
logging industry and fos- 
tered settlement in the re- 
gion. Many of the trees 
harvested from the area 
were sent to Illinois to help 
rebuild after the Great 
Chicago Fire. 


Interpretation 


Stories like this are being 
permanently memorialized 
through a series of 11 histor- 
ical interpretive kiosks that 
will be installed along the 
trail as a part of the golden 
anniversary celebration. 

“We want the Haywire 
Grade’s 50th anniversary to 
acknowledge and celebrate 
this important milestone for 
Michigan’s trail network, 
and at the same time help 
trail users interact with the 
heritage of this beautiful 
area for years to come,” said 
Dan Spegel, Michigan’s her- 
itage trail coordinator. 

The kiosks themselves are 
part of that history, as they 
were fabricated with steel 
from Upper Peninsula rail- 
road tracks and cedar logs 
grown in the region. Each 
kiosk also contains metal art 
depicting a train engine and 
Manistique and Lake Supe- 
rior railroad cars. 

“We designed the kiosks to 
have that rustic flavor, but 
also the railroad and the log- 
ging camp flavor,” Reese

said. 

As Michigan’s heritage 
trail coordinator, Spegel 
works on projects like this 
one to help shed light on 
some amazing history 
around Michigan’s 13,000 
miles of state-designated 
trails. 

Since 2015, the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources’ Michigan History 
Center has helped communi- 
ties around the state create a 
deeper sense and experience 
of “place” for trail users 
through its Heritage Trails 
Program. 

“Heritage trails connect 
people with the natural and 
cultural heritage of the land- 
scape they are passing 
through,” Spegel said. 


Celebration 


The Haywire Grade’s 
golden anniversary celebra- 
tion includes four events. 

The first was a snowmobil- 
ing event held Feb. 29. Spegel 
said starting off with a snow- 
mobile ride was fitting since 
that’s how the trail began. 

“The 50th anniversary 
snowmobile ride was a cele- 
bration of the Haywire 
Grade’s significance to 
Michigan’s trail network,” 
Spegel said. 

The event kicked off at the 
Schoolcraft County Motor- 
ized Trail Association club- 
house with refreshments 
and presentations by DNR 
representatives. Participants 
then rode the freshly 
groomed trail about 15 miles 
from Manistique to the Jack 


Pine Lodge, where they 
stopped for lunch. Riders re- 
ceived a commemorative 
patch marking their partici- 
pation in the event. 

Yet to come in 2020 are 
three additional planned ac- 
tivities (barring COVID-19 
postponements), including 
June 6 equine, Aug. 22 bicy- 
cle and Oct. 3 ATV/ORV 
events. 

In addition to the DNR and 
Schoolcraft County Motor- 
ized Trail Association, other 
trail partners that helped 
make the Haywire Grade cel- 
ebration events possible in- 
clude the city of Manistique, 
the Hiawatha National For- 
est, the Schoolcraft County 
Historical Society, the area’s 
tourist council and several 
private donors. 


Pure Michigan 


In February, the Haywire 
Grade reached another sig- 
nificant milestone when it 
was designated one of three 
new Pure Michigan Trails. 

According to Pure Michi- 
gan officials, designated Pure 
Michigan Trails provide ac- 
cess to national, state or re- 
gional scenic resources of 
high quality and splendor, 
and articulate the natural 
essence of Michigan. 

“Michigan is known for 
having thousands of miles of 
hiking, biking and kayaking 
trails, but the trails and com- 
munities that receive this 
designation are truly out- 
standing and embody what 
Pure Michigan is all about,” 
said David Lorenz, vice pres- 
ident of Travel Michigan. 
“We are pleased to partner 
with the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
to honor these trails and 
trail towns.” 

To qualify as one of the 
trails, routes may be a single 
trail or combination of trails 
and must be more than a 
mile in length, open to the 
public and substantially 
completed. 

The trails and towns re- 
ceiving Pure Michigan desig- 
nations comprise some of 
the elite Michigan trail expe- 
riences. They promote 
healthy lifestyles, conserve 
natural and cultural re- 
sources in the area, display 
iconic signage, increase 
awareness of trails for 
tourism and provide a cata- 
lyst for economic activity in 
their associated communi- 
ties. 

Those qualities, officials 
say, fit the Haywire Grade 
perfectly. 

Reese said the Pure Michi- 
gan designation, scheduled 
commemorative events and 
recognition the Haywire 
Grade is receiving are great 
for the region and the state. 

“Tt’s exciting for every- 
body,” he said. “This has 
been building momentum for 
years.”

DNR keeping state parks open for now 


The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources has an- 
nounced that, in response to 
Gov. Gretchen Whitmer’s Ex- 
ecutive Order, it will close 
state park campgrounds, 
overnight lodging facilities 
and shelters, effective now 
through at least April 13. 
State parks and recreation 
areas will remain open to 
provide residents with oppor- 
tunities to get outdoors, pro- 
vided all visitors adhere to 
the requirement for proper 
social distancing — at least 6 
feet between yourself and an- 
other person — in all areas of 
the parks. 

Gov. Whitmer issued the 
“stay home, stay safe” order 
earlier today in an effort to 
“suppress the spread of 
COVID-19, to prevent the 
state’s health care system 
from being overwhelmed, to 
allow time for the production 
of critical test kits, ventila- 
tors, and personal protective 
equipment, and to avoid 
needless deaths.” 

The DNR will not be able to 
honor camping reservations 
for dates between March 23 
and April 13. Reservations for 
that time frame will automat- 
ically be canceled. Those 
reservation holders will re- 
ceive full refunds, including 
the reservation fee paid at the 
time reservations were made. 
No cancellation/modification 
fees will be charged. 

Reservation holders will 
receive email notifications 
once cancellations are 
processed. Refunds will be 
applied to the original pay- 
ment method.

Collective DNR clo- 
sures, cancellations 


Since March 13, the DNR 
has announced a series of fa- 
cility and event closures, can- 
cellations and modification. 
Many public meetings have 
been postponed or moved to a 
webinar or conference call 
format. State parks, recre- 
ation areas, trails and other 
state-managed public lands 
are open, but with provisions 
to decrease the coronavirus 
risk to Michigan residents.

What the EO means to out- 
door recreation 

State and federal health of- 
ficials repeatedly have 
pointed to the physical and 
mental health benefits of 
spending time outdoors, espe- 
cially at a time when many 
are feeling house-bound. 
DNR Director Dan Eichinger 
stressed that while Michigan 
state parks and recreation 
areas, state boat launches, 
state forests and other state- 
managed resources are open 
to help meet those needs, he 
wants to make sure those op- 
tions remain open. 

“Gov. Whitmer’s executive 
order requires people to fol- 
low the CDC guidelines and 
stay at least 6 feet away from 
other people when outside of 
their own households, to the 
greatest extent possible,” 
Eichinger said. “We want res- 
idents to use and enjoy our 
public outdoor spaces, but we 
ask them to do so responsibly 
and safely, whether in a for- 
est, on a trail or in a parking 
lot. 

“Tf it becomes evident that 
people are not practicing ef- 
fective social distancing 
while visiting these state- 
managed resources, we will 
close them to protect the 
health of our visitors and our 
staff.”

Bodacious Bald Eagles!

The bird bestowed with 
the honor of being our na- 
tional symbol has an intrigu- 
ing life history and ecology. 
Here are some fascinating 
fun facts about our fine- 
feathered friends, the bald 
eagles: 

The Name Game: The sci- 
entific name of the bald 
eagle is, Haliaeetus leuco- 
cephalus. The Greek roots of 
the genus Haliaeetus trans- 
late to, “sea eagle” while in 
Latin leucocephalus literally 
means, “white head.” Com- 
mon names in other regions 
of the U.S. include sea eagle, 
fish eagle, and erne. A sub- 
species known as the white- 
tailed eagle is found in 
Eurasia and lacks white 
head feathers. Most of the 60 
species of eagles worldwide 
inhabit Eurasia and Africa. 

Birds of Many Colors: 
Bald eagles have one of the 
most varied plumage evolu- 
tions of any bird in North 
America. The characteristic 
pure-white head and tail 
don’t develop fully until the 
bird is in its fifth year of life. 
Prior to that, eagles undergo 
a succession of dark brown, 
mottled plumage variations 
with white highlights be- 
coming more discernable the 
older the bird gets. Eagles in 
their second and third year 
of life still have a primarily 
dark head, beak, and eyes 
while fourth-year birds pos- 
sess a white head with 
brown streaks. Adults dis- 
play distinctive bright yel- 
low feet, legs, and beaks, pale 
yellow eyes, and black bod- 
ies. There’s a method to 
Mother Nature’s madness as 
the dark mottled feather pat- 
terns of young eagles serves 
as excellent camouflage 
while the white head and tail 
announce that the bird is of 
breeding age. 

Brawny Birds: Bald ea- 
gles are the second largest 
birds in North America (Cal- 
ifornia condors carry that 
crown). While the sexes ex- 
hibit no color dimorphism 
female eagles are usually 
about 25% larger than their 
male counterparts. The 
lovely ladies can weigh up to 
15 pounds and have a wing- 
span eclipsing 7 % feet! 
Males can tip the scales at 10 
pounds and possess wing di- 
ameters of 6 feet. Adult body 
lengths range from 28 to 40 
inches. With the flavor of a 
formal assembly a group of 
eagles is called a convoca- 
tion. 

Age Analysis: The aver- 
age lifespan of an eagle in 
the wild is 20 years. The old- 
est documented bald eagle 
was an old-timer that passed 
on to that heavenly aviary in 
the sky at the advanced age 
of 38! 

Deadly Divers: Bald ea- 
gles can eclipse a speed of 45 
miles per hour when gliding 
but can missile at over 90

miles per hour when diving 
to snatch a fish from the sur- 
face of the water! 

All Hail the Queens: A 
fascinating study from Cali- 
fornia indicated that larger 
female eagles, whether adult 
or subadult, were 100% suc- 
cessful at supplanting the 
smaller males from dead 
prey items. 

Superior Success Story: 
In the Mitten State, and 
throughout much of the US., 
eagle numbers plummeted in 
the 1950’s. This was largely 


due to the widespread use of 
the devastating pesticides 
DDT and PCBs. The chemi- 
cals invaded food webs and 
caused deadly neurological 
disorders in the birds as well 
as eggs to be very brittle or 
to not hatch at all. The fan- 
tastic news is that Michigan 
eagle numbers have bal- 
looned from an alarmingly 
low 52 breeding pairs in 1961 
to over 850 couples today! 
Two events — the banning of 
the use of DDT in 1972 and 
the passage of Endangered 


. 


Species legislation in 1974 — 
played key roles in this 
resurgence. 

A Plea about Poison: 
Speaking of insidious chem- 
icals entering ecological sys- 
tems I urge everyone to find 
alternative methods of ro- 
dent control than the use of 
rat poisons. Eagles, as well 
as other birds of prey like 
owls and hawks, may con- 
sume the mice and, in turn, 
die because of the poison 
they’ve ingested. It tugs at 
one’s heart strings to think 
that a majestic bird that has 
possibly survived up to 20 
Michigan winters would per- 
ish from such a senseless 
human practice. 

Mansions in the Sky: 
Bald eagle nests, known as 
eyries, are the largest of any 
North American bird. Better 
yet, their nests are the 
largest tree nests ever 
recorded for any animal 
species on our planet. The 
nests can be up to 13 feet tall, 
8 feet wide, and weigh 4,000 
pounds! With those construc- 
tion specifications it’s no 
wonder that eagles mate for 
life and usually return to the 
same nest year after year! 

To protect the eaglets from 
tumbling out bald eagle 
nests are 2 to 3 feet deep. 
That’s critical because their 
eyries can be up to 200 feet in 
the air and the young can’t 
survive a fall from those alti- 


tudes. 

Eggs-traordinary Ea- 
glets: Adult bald eagle cou- 
ples produce 1 to 3 eggs each 
spring with 2 eggs per clutch 
being most common. The 
eggs, which are twice the 


size of those of a chicken, re- 


quire 35 days of incubation 
before hatching into the par- 
ent-dependent altricial ea- 
glets. Upon hatching, both 
the male and female adults 
care for and feed the young. 
Fledging occurs at approxi- 
mately 10-12 weeks, but the 
eaglets remain with their 
parents for up to a month. A 
word to the wise is to never 
disturb an eagle nest. If this 
happens eagles often aban- 
don the eyries and leave the 
chicks to starve to death. In 
Michigan the mortality rate 
is over 50% for eagles in 
their first year of life. Sadly, 
overall survival from hatch- 
ing to adulthood is believed 
to be between 15-25%. 
Aerial Acrobats: The in- 
flight courtship displays of 
bald eagles are simply spec- 


tacular. They feature swoops, 


chases, and cartwheels in 
which they fly high, lock 
talons, and free-fall, only 
separating just before hit- 
ting the ground. It’s no sur- 
prise that this maniacal 
mating ritual is called a, 
“death spiral!” 

The Voice: Despite movie 
and commercial depictions 


that often use the shrill 
screech of a red-tailed hawk 
to represent eagle vocaliza- 
tions the actual call of these 
white-capped avians consists 
of weak staccato, chirping 
whistles of, “kleek kik ik ik 
ik”, similar in cadence toa 
gull’s call. 

Native Notions: Bald ea- 
gles - and their feathers - are 
highly revered by Michi- 
gan’s native peoples. The 
birds play a key role in Na- 
tive culture, religion, and 
mythology. Eagles represent 
honesty, majesty, strength, 
courage, wisdom, power and 
freedom to the Native Ameri- 
can’s of Michigan and other 
states.

McLaren Norther Michigan \Women’s Resource Center continues 


increasing capacity for 
various surge scenarios 


Over the past four 
weeks, the McLaren 
Northern Michigan team 
has collectively spent 
thousands of hours 
preparing for the COVID- 
19 pandemic to reach our 
northern Michigan com- 
munity. Although the 
number of confirmed 
COVID-19 patients in 
northern Michigan re- 
mains low, the team at 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan is actively preparing 
for an influx of COVID-19 
positive patients within 
the coming days and 
weeks. 

“Right now, this is the 
calm before the storm in 
northern Michigan,” said 
Andrew McDonagh, Chief 
Medical Officer, McLaren 
Northern Michigan. “We 
are very early on in our 
battle with COVID-19 and 
expect the numbers to rise 
substantially over the 
coming weeks. We can see 
the storm clouds building 
on the horizon as we look 
to what is occurring in 
Southeast Michigan.” 

The team at McLaren 
Northern Michigan is 
working to expand the hos- 
pital’s capacity for isola- 
tion units. Currently, 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan has one isolation unit 
treating respiratory pa- 
tients.

- Keeping a percentage 
of beds available to accept 
patients from other re- 
gions of the state.

Homes with a pleasant 
view of the horizon often 
sell at a premium above 
similar homes without the 
view.
